AB was stated in Monday's issue the 


case of the People against James D 
Wheeler, indicted for the alleged murder 
of Estella Eisley iu October last, was 
called up for trial iu the circuit court be- 
fore Judge Smith. Since 2 p. in. yester- 
day tho attorneys have been attempting 
to select an acceptable jury ot 12 men to 
hear the testimony that will bo oflerec 
and return a verdict in the case. The 
regular panel was exhausted and 
26 


talesmen were called by the crier of the 
court, making the total number of men 
iu the box up to noon, 50. Of this num- 
ber the people challenged six and the de- 
fense six peremptorily, and quite a num- 
ber for cause. The People and defend- 
ant are each allowed 20 peiemptuiy chal- 
lenges. At noon to-day the counsel on 
both sides had accepted the following 
eight persons as competent ji'rymen iu 
the case: Hezekiah Hays, Decutur; R, F. 
McDonald, Casuer Station; James Boner, 
Oakley: W. M. Davis, Casner Station; 
John McGaflity, Boody; F. C. Yeager, 
Decatnr; Jmnej Jouee, Decatur, aud 
William Cormvell, Maroa. The jury will 
probably be tilled this'afternoon. Those 
accepted were not allowed to separate, and 
will remain in charge of Bailiff McWhiu- 
ney for the present. 


The defendant, Dr. Wheeler, his wife 


and daughter and brother, and other im- 
mediate relatives ot tho accused, are in 
court, and sit near tho defendant's coun- 
sel, Judge Nelson, Mr. Buckingham and 
Mr. Zink. The defeud'int appears in his 
usual' good health, and seems patient 
through the tedious proceeding of select- 
in;; a jury, W. 0. Johns and Hugh Ciea, 
who represent the People, ck«ely ijucji- 
tion tho men in the box. Near them sit 
Mr. A. T. Eisley, father of the dead girl, 
and hi'i bon-in-law, Mr. G. V. Loring, 
who with Mr. Terhuno and Albert Riiluyj 
swore out tbo warrant causing the arrest 
of the accused.

court, a jury was selected in the Doctor 
Wheeler case.

Davis, Frederick C. Yeager, James T. 
Jones, William Oornwell, Louis C. Wree, 
Warner Sailsbory, Harry W. Baker and 
Henry Dearolt The opening statement 
for the People was made by States 
Attorney Johns, who spoke fur an hour, 
and at the opening of court this afternoon 
Judge Nelson commenced his statement 
on behalf of the defendant. The court 
room is filled with interested spectators. 
It is predicted that the trial will occupy 
about 10 days time. A short-hand writer 
will take down the evidence.

Tne Tile-Matere. 


The fifth annual meeting of the Illinois 


Jill-Makers' association, in session at 
Springfield, reached aa adjournment to- 
day. 
A large munbir of important topics, 


such as benefits of i'aun drainage, clays 
rind their management, kilns, sanitary iu- 
ihicnco ot drainage, roofing tilo, arrange- 
ments for making tile iu winter, difficul- 
ties in making large tile, road drainage 
and improvement of soil drainage, were 
discussed by practical tile-makers. At 
the session on Tuesday President Straight 
called those who had sold tile to road 
commissioners to manifest it by holding 
up their hands, and twenty-six dkl so; 
also those who had sold to towns and 
villages for road purposes, and sixteen 
answered. To the question as to the ef- 
fect of tiling tho roads, and also tho sides 
and centres of tho roada, there was but 
one opinion, and that was: that the good 
effects ot tiling were all that could be de- 
sired, stating numerous instances where 
the experiment had been tried. Tho tes- 
timony also went to show that it was bet- 
ter to lay tho tile at the sides of the road 
than in the centre, The facts stated in 
this connection are worthy tho attention 
of every road commissioner iu the state. 
It was proponed to take the prices sold 
by the various manufactureis present; 
this was objected to, and on motion it 
was decided to take the numbers selling 
at corresponding prices, which was done.

"IMPROVEMENT IN PUBLIC 
HIGHWAYS." 


Be Not Deceived. 


EDITORS BEPUBIICAS:—It should be 


known to your country readers, and 
to the rural districts throughout the 
State, that au organization has re- 
cently been formed for tho special 
purpose of effecting a complete rev 
olution io tho construction and main- 
tenance of our public highways. 


The heading of the published pro- 


ceedings of a mooting recently held 
in Springfield will sufficiently intro- 
duce the subject. 
The proceedings 


were published somewhat at length 
in one or more of the Chicago pa- 
pers, and headed in large type and 
imposing form as follows: 


'•Good Roads—Largo Mooting at 


Springfield in tho Interest oE Illinois 
Highways. 


Exhaustive Discussion on the Sub- 


ject of tho Present Road Laws. 


Their 1'ailuro to Meet the Wants 


of tho Farmers Fully Recognized by 
All. 


Organization of the State Uoad 


Association—A Now Law to be Sub- 
mitted to tho Legislature.'' 


And quite contrary to what one 


would naturally suppose, this meet- 
ing was made up largelj of the 
mayors of certain cities instead of 
thobo who use tho highways. Among 
tho mayors present were Harrison, of 
Chicago: Dickson, Danville; McDon- 
ald. Sit. Sterling; Crook, Springfield; 
Bennett, Litchfield; Autle, Peters- 
burg, Doadrick, Quincy; and Per- 
kins, Canton. 


Have these majors done all tho 


mischief they can do at home, that 
they should now want to afflict their 
country friends'.' 
In view of tho 


mud and mire present from year to 
year in some of the cities represented 
by a portion of those mayors, not- 
withstanding tho largo sums raised 
annually, by local taxation, for "im- 
provement of sheets," modesty will 
suggest that some of them would 
hardly havo tho check to propose 
:ow schemes to their own cities, let 
alone setting themselves up as pro- 
ootors of a rot olntion in rural affairs. 
They are premature to say the least. 


Tho subject o! improved public 


li^hways is not now to the rual dis- 
ricts by a long ways. Several years 
ign a number of article's on the sub 
i'ut, from different correspondents, 
vorc published in the Chicago papers 
md elsewhere in tho State. 
But 


hose correspondents did not go into 
pasms over tho subject, aud advise 
mviug the public highways with hard 
>rick. or iron slnbs, (made by a firm 
11 Chicago), or saddling a common 
ownship with a six per cent, bonded 
ndebtedness of §144,000, as was 
idvised by one of tho participants of 
ho Springfield meeting. 
They were 


cool-headed men who took a practi- 
cal view of the matter: aud the only 
easiblo course suggested to their 
minds was to moderately grade tho 
•oad bods, and thoroughly nnderdrain 
he same by tiling one or both sides, 
rfore especially was this idea intend- 
3d for localities far removed from 
such mate-rial at- is used in other 
States for road making. From the 
->U£gostions in tho articles inoDtion- 


or, what is still more likely, from 


tho drying effects of tiling 


swampy land, the road masters iu 
several localities adopted the plan. 
The lesiiH ha& been that wo now have 
lahsablo luads the year round, where

As these facts have become better 
mown, and as individuals and road 
lislricts become more able for tho 
vork, [like results will follow else- 
where; and in time wo will have pas-

ways in the Union. And this will 
DO done without the interference of 
Mayors; without a corps of civil on- 
ineors 
prowling 
through every 


township in Central Illinois; and 
jotter than all without cursing any 
of our townships with bonded debts. 


It is likely our present road laws 


need revision; if they do the super- 
visors and roadmasters of the differ- 
ent countifes, with such others as the 
rural districts might select, are the 
proper ones to take the matter in 
hand. Meanwhile, if 
the mayors 


and their coadjutqrs want to assist 
their country friends, there are ways 
by which they can do so without tho 
least show of arrogance. 
If they 


will encourage less public and pri- 
vate extravagance among their own 
people, and lend their united wis- 
dom and efforts in the suppression 
of crime and pauperism, born of in- 
efficient municipal government, they 
will greatly 
benefit their country 


friends. 
There is rot a c.ty of any 


importance in the state so well gov 
•mad but what room may bo found 
for reforms that would eventually 
benefit the rural districts dependent 
upon it. 


The matter in question will be 


brought before the -present General 
Assembly, backed by an unusually 
large lobby: and it is safe to pre- 
dict that if a majority of our legis- 
lators can be made to share the per- 
vading spirit and projects of the 
Springfield meeting, we may expect 
the total overthrow of our existing 


road laws, and a cumbersome substi- 
tute fixed upon us; with a perma- 
nent board of civil engineers sad- 
dled upon each county: with as many 
additional state and county officers 
and ''hangers on" as the instigators 
of the new state of things have 
friends to provide for: with a way 
paedv for designing men, in con- 
junction with men easily duped, to 
involve individual townships in irre- 
parable ruin.

Among tho papers left behind him 


by a German physician who died a 
few weeks ago is oue containing notes 
of certain conclusions he had arrived 
at during a professional experience 
of more than forty years. 
In one of 


these notes ho expresses an opinion 
that at least a third of the illness of 
the patients who sought his advice 
were purely imaginary 
Ho found 


it not only against his own interest, 
but also against that of the self-al- 
leged sufferers, to destroy tho illu- 
sion by informing them that there 
was really no cause of anxiety. 
Ill 


health was to them a matter of al- 
most vital importance 
To destroy 


the pleasing belief that tbny possessed 
this blessing was an absolute cruelty. 
In the few instances in which he 
broke to them tho terrible truth that 
they were quite well he found that 
the result was genuine illness. 
For 


the patients, all interest in life de- 
parted with their favorite occupation 
of nursing themselves, and their 
health became seriously affected by 
nervous depression. 
He also found 


that, as a rule, weakly persons live 
longer than strong ones. 
Without 


going so far as to say that the best 
lives are those rejected by tho insu- 
rance offices, ho thought, neverthe- 
less, that persons with "a screw loose" 
more often obtain longevity than 
those in whom no trace of disease 
can bo detected. 


Peculiarities ol the Dry Goods 


Trade. 


-Yi i( \'ml; K'llinn 


There is no trade so largely de- 


pendent upon acquired bkill and in- 
dividual responsibility as the trade 
in ladies' dress goods 
There is none 


so beset with the vicissitudes of fash- 
ion and caprice, and non», therefore, 
which requires such quickness of vifa- 
on and firmness of nerve to meet 
exigencies. 
Tho grocer knows that 


sugar and tea and coffee and butter 
and eggs will always be in demand 
at prices something above the cost of 
production. The dry goods merchant 
never knuws whether the articles on 
bis shelves to day will bring as much 
six months hence as they havo cost 
aim. 
Some will bring more and 


some loss, and his success or failure 
depends upon his ability to get rid 
of the whole lot at an average profit, 
and keep his stock f-o full all tho 
:iine that his customers shall havo 
little or no occasion to go elsewhere 
to find what they want. Tho most 
eminent professor of this art in tho 
United States was tho late A. T. 
Stewart, but Mr. Stewart's skill was 
an acquirement, a growth, an accre- 
tion of forty years' development, and 
in no sense a divination. 
Tho suc- 


cessful dry goods merchant is made, 
not born. It is not every one whom 
practice and experience can make 
saccebsful 
in 
dry 
goods; 
but 


ho chances 
of 
success 
among 


those who havo had no experience, 
and Viho must rely therefore upon 
hired experience, are so small that 
they are not worth mentioning, es- 
pecially in a city where competition 
is so keen scented aud all devouring 
as it is in New York. 


Two special elections of Congress- 


men have been held within the past 
two weeks for the purpose of filling 
vacancies—oneoccnriingin Ohio aud 
the other in Indiana—and the result 
in each is quite significant. 
In both 


cases tho vacancies to be filled were 
caused by the death of Republicans— 
the first being that of Mr. Updpgarff 
of the XVIIthOhio District, who was 
a member of the present Congress 
and had also been elected to the 
XLVIIIth—and tho second that of 
Mr. Orth of the IXth Indiana Dis- 
trict, who was also a member of tho 
present Congress, but had been de- 
feated for the next. In each of these 
cases a Eepublican has been elected; 
for the long and short term in the 
Ohio District, and for the short term 
in Indiana—by majorities largely in- 
creased ovi r those of November last. 
These significant results indicate, as 
has of ton been demonstrated before, 
that, as soon as there is a prospect 
that tho Democracy may obtain con- 
trol of the Government, there is cer- 
tain to bo a strong revulsion of pop- 
ular sentiment in the opposite rljrnc 
tion.

The Star of Empire. 


_ Thus the foreign merchandise ar- 
riving at Chicago, without passing 
through any seaport custom house, in 
1882 was valued at$6,273,532,again8t 
14,283,343 in 1881. At St Lotus the 
latter figures were $2,049,699, and 
the earlier, $1,704,710. The total 
for 1882 at Pittsburg was$1,693,710, 
and for 1881, $1,381,166, and at St 
Louia, $1,283,009, against $524,842. 
No other city shows a seven-figured 
total, though several others show an 
increase of 100 per cent or mora. 
For all the total was $13,360,006, an 
increase of nearly 45 percent. There 
are immense possibilities in a traffic 
showing such speedy and vigorous 
growth and of a character so well 
adapted to increase. 
The exports, 


even though shipped direct from the 
interior, are reported by the Custom 
House as esports from the seaport. 
But the Bureau of Statistics states 
that 
such esports from Chicago 


amounted to 616,718 tons, valued at 
§49,320,000. 
Prom St. Louis tho 


direct exports were valued at ovor 
§16,000,000. From Minneapolis there 
were shipped directly abroad 1.1S1,- 
322 barrels of flour, valued at 
$8,700,000, and every company car- 
rying freight has there an agent 
iUthorized to grant bill of lading 
through to every country which eats 
our hreadstuffs. 
Such facts are al- 


most startling. Thanks to cotton, tho 
exports of domestic products from 
Now Orleans last year were second 
only to those from this city, and 
reached the handsome total of $71,- 
000,000, But if the fashion of ex- 
porting grain from interior customs 
districts should grow according to 
its promise and possibilities, there 
will bo a speedy rearrangement of 
cities now claiming front rank in 
foreign trade, and Boston, San Fran- 
eisco and Baltimore must yield to 
Chicago, St. Louis and Minneapolis.

The Washington Slave Mart.

Con. Ruminiacencos by John \Ventwortli.

Washington was," in 1843, the i 


greatest slave mart in tho United 
States. 
Within sight of the capitol, 


not far from the lowsr gate, and 
near, if not upon the land where thc 
public garden now is, was a building 
with a large yard around it, inclosed 
with a high fence. 
Thither slaves 


were brought from all the slave hold 
ing region, liko cattle to tho Chicago 
stock yards, and locked up until sold. 
There were regular auction days for 
those not disposed of at private sale. 
The Chicago fire destroyed a hard 
cracker which I had preserved as a 
specimen by which purchasers tested 
the age of slaves. 
And to this day, 


if there is anything that the average 
southern negro does not know it Is 
his own age. The slaves were placed 
upon a block, and when a question 
rose as to age the auctioneer request- 
ed them to bite from n cracker, which 
all slave auctioneers kept for such 
occasions. The theory was that while 
a slave could masticate well he could 
work. 
Nearly all the labor of Wash- 


ington was performed by 
slaves, 


many of whom were hired'from the 
neighboring- states. 
The slaves were 


expected to collect 
their 
wages 


monthly, and take them home on 
some Saturday night. 
One morning 


I missed my boots, and when I wont 
for tho bootblack he was missing also. 
After a few days I saw a procession 
of captured slaves, who had sought 
their liberty in a Potomac schooner, 
chained two and two, conducted to 
the slavo pen; and there I noticed 
my bootblack trudging along in my 
boots. 
I hail made a successful can- 


vass for congress in those boots, but 
they failed the slave in his canvass 
for freedom. 
He was sold for the 


southern market, as was customary 
with captured fugitives, and my 
boots went with him. But whether 
they wore worn out by him upon 
some sugar, rice or cotton plantation, 
or by hi& new master, it was useless 
for me to inquire

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 10.—The 


most awful visitation that ever came 
upon the people ol this city, except- 
ing the loss of the steamer Lady El- 
gin, in Lake Michigan, came in the 
destruction, this morning, of the 
Newhall House and tha loss of a large 
number of lives. Although the fire 
broke out but little before 4 o'clock,it 
is impossible at a late hour to-night 
to state the exact number killed. 
At 


five o'clock it was reported that over 
100 lives were lost, but it is now bo- 
lieved that the total number of killed 
and fatallv inmrecl will fall below 
fifty. 


Tho guests, awakened from thoir 


sloop by the terrible heat, or bnrst 
ing of flames into their rooms, were 
forced to tho windows, where their 
heartrending cries rang in tho ears 
of the vast concourse of people gath- 
ered in tho street, powerless to ren- 
der aid. 
Hen who in daily walks of 


life had been accounted heartless, 
wrnng their hands in despair, run- 
ning about, utterly bewildered, ex- 
claiming: "My God! My God! This 
is horrible." 
A black object would 


appear on the outside of a window, 
driven out by smoke and flame, a 
piercing scream rend the morning air 
and a hervy crash would announce 
that a human being had dropped 
from the dizzy height to a horrible 
death on the pavement below. 


At one time there wero sis persons 


hanging from one of the window sills 
in the fifth story, at the same time 
crying in agony for help that could 
not be rendered them, and ono after 
another loosened thoir hold and mot 
their fato. 
Ono man by letting him 


self down at arm's length from a 
fifth story window, put his feet 
through the 
window below 
and 


reached tho fourth floor in safety. 
The operation was repeated until tho 
third floor Wits reached, each point 
gained in tho perilous descent being 
greeted with encouraging cheers by 
the bystanders 
As ho was putting 


his feet through the top of the sea 
ond stray window his hands slipped 
from tho sill above, and with a wild 
shriek of despair he fell backwards, 
turning over several times, striking 
the pavement on his head. 
He was 


mangled beyond recognition. An- 
other man jumped from a fifth story 
window, struck the telegraph wires 
on Michigan street, bounded up and 
camo down a mangled mass of flesh 
and bones. 
A number of people 


dropped out of different stories on a 
jumping canvass, but iu a majority 
of cases they were killed outright or 
sustained injuries from which there 
.s little, hope of recovery. 
During 


tho progress of the fire two men ap- 
Taaroct at the window in au upper 
tory, and as they looked down upon 
ha scone below the Hoor of tho room 


;ave 
wny and with an agonizing 


hnok they fell backwards into the 
lames. 


Allan Johnson and wife sprang 


!rom the fifth story window He was 
caught in the jumping canvas, but 
sustained injuries from which ho 
died. His wife struck on the tele- 
T<iph wires, bounded over, and was 
iko caught, but was so badly in- 
ured that she only survived her 
lUbband about an hour 


While these scenes wdre bem™ enacted 


on the Bronclsviiy aud Michigan street 
sides o[ the building, oue of still greater 
lurror was being: goue throuyh in the 
illuy in the rear. The servants'quartern 
Mere iu the north .vest quatter of the 
raildiug, remote from the place in ^7hic^ 
:he fire was racing, but all means ot 
Cheapo by ntairwiiys, were cut off by the 
'iames. As the terrible roaring and crack- 
ing of the fire struck upon their ears they 
jeciime pump-stricken, and eight ot them 
'ollowed each other in leaping from the 
terrible height to the ground iu the alley. 
A jumping eimviis was cm hand, but it 
mis powerless iu the conflict with death, 
lud was clotted over with the victims' 
ilood. At this juncture the cool-headed 
.iero of the clay appeared upon the top OH • 
i building, directly opposite the servant's 
quarters, with a ladder in his hsud. For 
i moment the long, unwieldy thing poised 
in mid-air, and then descended with a 
crash through the window of tho hotel 
and formed n bridge across the alley. 
Before it became steady m its position, 
the man had crossed over iuto the hutel, 
and then amid the cheers of the multi- 
tude below dragged the helpless creatures 
across the slender bridge until fully a 
lozen wore rescued. They were all of 
:hcm in their night-clothes, and many 
were badly frozen hefore they cou'd bo

Jo'.n J'. Autisdel, principal proprietor, 


has gine jusrme over the terrible affair. 
He ran up and down Michigan street 
moaning and crying, "Oh! oh! oh! my 
God! 
who set that flre'" Over his head 


was a black cloth. He held his hands 
heavenward as if invoking divine aid. 
When he cnme to the mangled body ot 
one of the guests his ravings were pitiful 
in the eitreme. All efforts to soothe him 
failed. His son and partner, James An- 


tisdel, stood on the street silent ond un- 
moved aa if paralyzed by horror. 


The Wiscunsin says editorially: "Had 


there been rigid enforcement of existing 
laws relative to safe buildings and ade- 
quate fire protection, the Newhall house 
had probably not burned. Notoriously 
the structure was a fire-trap. It was a 
fire-trap used as a hotel, and sheltered 
hundreds of people. The city authorities 
knew that it was a fire-trap, and knew ol 
the danger to life which existed night 
and day, and all the time. The people 
who now as one man mourn above tho 
biers of the victims, will owe it to them- 
selves and to their city to demand where 
has been the dorelection in duty to ren- 
der such a holocaust possible. An offi- 
cial aud very prompt investigation to 
discover where li< s the responsibility for 
this appalling affliction which Milwaukee 
has suffered, ought to be, and must be, 
insisted upon by the popular voice." 


Oilers of aid aud messages of condo- 


lence are received from nil qua r tore, The 
utmost eflbrts of citizens nre put forth to 
care for the sufferers. A public meeting 
was held at noon, in response to n call of 
the nnypr,and a large committee of prom- 
inent citizens was appointed to collect 
money and take measures for the care of 
the injured and the families of the dead. 
Business in all departments is suspended 
nil over the city, nnd the general excite- 
ment is one ot the titinobt horror nud 
deepest mourning.

cabin near by. Last week he crawled 
np to the house of Senor Francisco 
Parma and told him ho was very 
hungry. 
The latter gave him a good 


dinner, besides furnishing provisions 
for future emergencies, and then in- 
structed tho other Indians at the 
rancheria to care for him. They re- 
plied that they had always done so, 
as they entertained unusual rever- 
ence for the old man on account of 
his iige. 
Thursday, tho date in ques- 


tion, was a cold dny iu Lower Cali- 
fornia, and Long Hide was given an 
extra blanket by his dusky friends. 
This he toro into strips, put them on 
a fire, and soon his tepee was oil 
abliiKO. 
When this had been accom- 


plished he plunged headlong into tho 
burning mass. 
A stout young In- 


dian near by seized him and tried to 
drag him out of danger, but the old 
roan grabbed a stake in the ground 
near by, held himself in the fire, and 
before other help could come, was 
roasted alive, dying within a few 
hours after the occurrence mentioned.
